For the flight to Cuba the passenger load 
has been reduced to do fros the aoraal 170 in order 
to carry wore fuel. Ia addition, up to 17,000 pounds 
of freight could be carried depending on the fuel 
load. Previously the only regularly scheduled TO -114 
service was on a route eenaectiag Moscow aad Khaba- 
rovsk ia the Soviet Far East.
